By 8 o'clock the entire straetare, 20 fect
front and abont 130 feet in depth, was en-
veloped in flames, and the flying sparks and
inteuse heat made it diffionlt for the firemen
to check the spread of the flames to adjoining
property. No. 255 Race street, ia the rear
of which the fire commenced, was occupisd
in the front in the basement by John H,
Fisbher, book-binder; the firat floor by A,
Bruckman & Co,, "‘ecompoanders of mustard:
second and third floors by Joseph H. Banman,
munufacturer of pearl bnttons; fourth story
by Augustus Deitz, turner in ivory, ete., and
the fifth story by Iose & Culley, pattern
makers, In the rear the first story was occo-
pied by Bilger & Heiwmer, cotton and worsted
webbing manufactory; secoud and third story
by F. Parramore, cutlery grinder and
polisher.

As the entire building was destroyed, all
these firms lost all their materials, stock, and
tools, involving a large loss. There was con-
siderable machinery in the rear buildiag, in-
cluding a boiler and engine, all of which are
a total wreck. 'The full extent of the losa or
insnrance conld not be ascertained last even.
ing, owing to the confosion iuncident to th
fire and the absence of those who were suf
ferers. Mr. A. Buckman, who occupied the
first floor, and who had the misfortune to
meet with an acoident during the afternoon
by which his back was broken by the fall of
a bundleof leatherin the building, lost 5000,
upon which thers is an insnrance of F2000,
Rose & Calley lost about $1000; Bilger &
Heimer, in machinery and materials, about
$11,000; and F. Paramors aboat $£:000.
The building was owned by R. A, Adaws,
and was valued at abont $25 000,

The buildings adjoining to the west of the
ope destroyed suffered severely by fire and
water, The reur of 207, a three.story brick
building, ocenpied by J. Graham as a bakery,
was destroyed. Four ovens were in this por-
tion, and all were destroyed, while the f{ront
of the building, occupied as a storehonse by
Mr. Grabam, and confaining a lurge quantity
of flour, was badly injured by water. Mr.
Grabaw s loss will be about 1000,

No. 249, oceupied on the first floor by Mr.
Mintzer as o saloon, was damaged by water,
a8 was also No. 241, oconpied by John H.
Borgholz & Tauntrer. This building was also
burned on the roof. Property to the east of
No. 245, and on ths opposite side of Race
street, suffered from water,

By half-past nine o'clock the firemen had
the fire under control, and thus prevented
what threatened at one tiwe to be an exten-
sive conflagration.

Abont the time the fire was mastered
Alfred Fisler, a fireman, while on the roof of
No, 249, and attempting to get through a
trap door, fell to the floor, & distance of about
ten feet, severely injuring himself internally,
slthough escaping without the fracture of
bones. He was carried to his home, Fifth
street, near Green.

yoint of realization—Russia marches straight upon
terlin. She has already begun to arm and send
troops to her western rrontier. If you ask what
can tempt Rossia, Russia answers that the same
military strength which Prussin has now directed
agninst France will sooner or later be turned
sgninst Hussia with a view to acguire all the Ger-
wan provinces of Russis.” My correspondent adds:
“You may make nse of this intelligence, for it can-
not Inog remain & secret, and it may be depended
upon absolutely.”

Lonpon, Sept, 8.—[Special to the Tribune ]—
